THE WORK 


OF THE CONGRESS JUST 
EXPIRED. 


More Bills Presented, More Passed anda Greater 
Bumber of Vetoes Sent in Than at any 
Previous Congress—List of Impor- 
tant Measures Acted On. 


WASHINGTON, March 4—The congress 
which ended its existence at noon today has 
efforted a striking illustration of the constant 
increase in the volume of legislation demand- 
irg the attention of congress which has been 
going on for the last three or more congresses, 
More bills were introduced in both honses; 
more committee reports, more biils passed, 
more became laws, and more were vetoed than 
ever before. Most of ‘these measures were of 
comparative unimportance, such as bills grant- 
ing private pensions and special relief: 
authorizing the erection of bridges; granting 
right-of-way and the like; but many, ubt only 
of the bills and reports presented, but of laws 
enacted, were of general interest and import- 
ance. A numberof bills enacted into laws 
were old and familiar claimants for legislative 
favor, In this category belong the presiden- 
tial succession bill; the electorial count bill: 
interstate commerce bill and the bill for the 
relief of Fitz John Porter. 

The forty-ninth congress commenced its ses- 
sion Om the 4th day of December, 1585, and 
W&8 li Session until the 5th of August, when it 
adjotrned until December “th, and continued 
in session until its close today, covering a total 
peried of ten mouths and twenty-six days. Of 

bis time the senate was in session 224 days and 
t e house 251 days. 

There were introduced in the house during 
this time 11,255 bills and 263 joint resolations, 
on which over 5,000 reports were made, being 
ceveral thousand more bills and over a thou- 
sand more reporis than were made in the forty- 
eighth congress, which had in its turn beaten 
the record. 

In senate there were introduced 3,357 bills 
and 118 joint resolutions, on which 1,988 writ- 
tcn reports were made, being upwards of 500 
more bills and over 400 more reports than in 
the 48th congress. 

The total number of laws enacted was (ap- 
proximately) 1,391, of which 1,054 originated 
in the house and 338 in the senate. Twohun- 
dred and sixty-four of these became laws by 
the expiration of the constitutional ten days 
limitation. Fifty bills failed to become laws 
owing to the adjournment of congress, nine of 


them at the close of the first session. 
There were 132 bills vetoed by 
the president, or twenty-one more 


instances of the exercise of the presidential 
prerogative of the veto than had occurred from 
the foundation of the government down to the 
begivning of this congress. Of the vetoed 
bills ninety-three originated in the houve and 
thirty-nine in the senate. Bat one private 
bill, namely that granting a pension to Joseph 
Remiser, and one public bill, namely, that pro- 
viding fer the erection of a government build- 
ing at Daytow, Ohio, succeeded in ing both 
houses over-the president's veto, althoug'i sev- 
¢ral others obtained the requisite two-thirds 
vote in the senate only to fail in the house.

TROTTER CONFIRMED. 


Ibe Senate Makes But Little Resistanco— 
Other Confirmations. 
WASHINGTON, March 4.—The senate has con- 
firmed the nomination of Captain A. W. Greely 
to be chief signal officer with the rank of brig- 


recorder of deeds for the District of Columbia. 
On the confirmation of Trotter the vote stood 
30 to1l. Of the minority three only—Ingalls, 
Sabin and Palmer—are republicans. 

There seems to have been very little contest 
in the senate over the confirmation of James 
M. Trotter, colored nominee to the office of ro- 
corder of deeds of the District of Columbia, and 
uo utterance of the senate has been or is to be 
expected on the subject. The action of the body, 
though apparently inconsistent with the prin- 
ciples enunciated in connection with the Mat- 
thews case, upon the heels of which itso closely 
follows, is explained in a variety of ways. Trot- 
ter came, it is urged, with an excellent record as 
an ex-upion soldier which, with the senate, 
counts for much. No charge was made against 
him, as was the case with Matthews, either of 
a business or political nature, and there was 
nothing to be said in his opposition beyond the 
fact that he is an alien to the district. Upon 
this point, so strongly urged in Matthews’s case, 
it is said that the senate has made a record of 
its principles as having pronounced itself em- 
phatically in favor of the-selection of a district 
man for the purely local office.

NoGa.ss, Ari., March 4.—Last night 
Sheriff James Speed saw iemeieen fom ae. 
with four armed soldiers crossing a bridge 
over a small dry creek into the United States. 
He immediately called on Henry Littlepage 
and Dr. Purdy to go with him and see why an 
armed party should enter the United States: 
On arriving in front of the American custom 


house the lientenmant of the Mexican 
troops stepped in front of  Littlepage 
and, covering him with a revolver, 


demanded the releare of a Mexican named 
Rinean, whom they supposed the United States 
authorities were holding asa prisoner. Lattle- 
page said: 

“I have no prisoner,” and immediately 
snatched the six-shooter out of the lientenant's 
band and placed him under arrest. 

The American then started for the main 
street of the town. The lieutenant called on 
seme other Mexican soldiers concealed in the 
dry bed of the creek to release him. They 
immediately confronted the Americans, and 
one of them covered Littlepage with his rifle 
and demanded the release of the liewtenant. 
Firing then became general between the three 
officers and the Mexican soldiers, the Mexicans 
retreating across the international line inte 
Mexico, the American oflicers following and 
shooting until their weapons were empty.! By 
this time the American population was aroused 


and every man who could procure 
weapons armed himself, expecting 
an ~- attack every moment from 


the Mexican soldiers who had been ordered ont 
by Colonel Arvizu, their c »mmander, and sta- 
tiened on the railroad platform in front of the 
Mexican custom house. 

News was brought that one the Mexican 
soldiers was mortally injured. It is stated 
that the cause of armed men being sent inte 
the United States was to compel an American 
prostitute, with whom Colonel Arviza had 
been living, and who had refused to¥ cohabit. 
with him any longer, to return, and that upon 
being discovered by the officers, the Mexicans 
made a bold bluff to cover up their intentions. 
Acting United States Consul W. B. Groyclose 
has taken the matter in hand, and this morn- 
ing made a demand upon the Mexican authori- 
ties for Lieutenant Gutterez. More trouble is 
looked for tonight, as it is expected that Colo- 
nel Arvizu will seek revenge.

Macon, Ga., March 4.—{Special.|—The board 
ef commission has been waiting for the deliv-. 
ery of an opinion on the legality of the Huff 
bill, which became a law during the last ses- 
sion of the legislature. Today Mr. Patterson 
delivered his opinion, which was prepared with 
great care, and after much research presented. 
It was accepted by the commission, and they 
will proceed at once to put the provisions of 


the bill into execution. tte 
Below‘is the gist of the decision, which is con- 


sidered a very able one: 

‘The questions involved are 

1. Can any liability attach 
your commis-ion as & body, or personally, from 

roceeding to act under the amended statute of 
Fass, shou’d that act be subsequently declared un- 
constitutional, or for any other reason inoperative’ 

2 Is that act unconstitutional, or for any reason 

operative? 
tT .e auestion as to how far officers are responsi- 
dle for dischargivg duties imposed upon them by 
acts of the levislature, which are subse: uently de- 
elared unconstitutional, or for any other reasou 
yoid has not, so faras I can discover, ever been 
exactly determined by our own supreme court, but 
there fs not lacking an abundance of anthority in 
the decisions of other courts, to authorize me in 
saying thata public officer would not be Hable for 
Gischarging dusios imposed upou him by av act, 
which though it mig ht be unconstitutional, had 
not at the time of his action been so declared by 

courts. 
"i. court proceeds with the greatest reluctance, 
and only iu the plainest cases, to declare inopera- 
tive a statute law of the land, then a fortiori willa 
simply ministerial body like /yourselves, be loth to 
disregard an actofthe legislature which may be 
regarded as the direct will of the people, which, 
oem constitutionally expressed, constitutes a@ 

date none can disobey. 
vA state legislature has jurisdiction on all subjects 
on which its legislation has not been prohibited by 
the constitution of the state, or the constitution of 
the United States. 

Everything, therefore, being presumed in favor 
of ihe constitutionality of the amending act of 
1886, everything must, of necessity, be presumed 
in favor of the good faith of public officers acting 
thereunder. ; 

But you could never be liable for a yet stronger 
reason: which is, that the act of 1886 imposed no 
duty upon you which could by any poss! yility in- 
jure anybody. The only peg upon which such & 
pretext could be hung, is to be found in the third 
section of the act of 1886; which requires your 
body to cancel all the bonds of the city issued 
unéer the act of 1879 which have been or may 
hereafter be purchased by you, and to eg | the 
same, together with the coupons thereen. If this 
amendin act were utterly void—if in 
utter disregard of the rulings of previous 
courts, you should be held responsible for having 
obeyed the mandate of the legislature, to whom 
would this action render you responsible? If re- 
sponsible to anybody it must, of course, be to the 
taxpayers of Macou on the one hand and the bond 
holders on the other, as trustees for both of whom 

ou may be considered to stand. Youcould hardly 
be held liable toa taxpayer for having benefitted 
him by the destruction of a bond which he has 
paid, and a complete record of which payment is 
povided for in the act. e 

Upon the oiher band the bondholders could not 
complain, because the cancellation of every bond 
that is destroyed of necessity increases the secu- 
rity of those which are not destroyed. 

Feounot see anything else in the act which could 
afford even a pretense of liability on your part, 
even provided this act of 1886 were unconstitutional 
and yoid. 

We now approach the second question, and I 
have reached the conclusion that the amending 
act of 1886 is constitutional, operative, and de- 
mands your prompt and faithful execution of its 
terms. : 

Many have rushed to the incorrect conclusion 
that because a legislature cannot pass a law im- 
pairing the obligation of a contract, it cannot pass 
alaw whichin any way changes the contract. 
But I unhesitatingly take the position, and I will 
presently sustain it by high authority, that while 
a jegislature cannot impair the obligation of the 
eontract between a municipal corporation and its 
bondholders, it can legislate in reference to that 
contract, can alter or amend it, asin itswisdom it 
may seem nee 8 r, always provided that the sub- 
stantial obligation which that contract imposes 
upon the municipality is not impaired.

THE NOVEL EXPERIENCE OF A 
DRUGGIST. 


Visited at Midnight by a Crowd of Boughs They 
Amuse Tremrelves by Shootingat His Toss— 
The lii-Feoling Between Coronado and 
Leotl, Kancar, Over tae County Seat. 


WALLACE, Kan., March 4.—The situation in 
the Coronado-Leoti war remains unchanged. 
Both towns are surrounded by a strong ¢ srdon 
of armed men, who permit no one, to enter. 
Men in both towns sleep with their guns, and 
after admission a stranger findsa Winchester at 
every turn. They stand in doorways, and mer- 
chants biing their guns to waif on customers. 
Men patie! the city all day and night. The 
country surrounding it is as excited as the 
towns and about equally divided. Coronado 
sympathizers are for the most part in towa 
with their ammunition and guns. A Coronado 
man .said today that within an hour 500 men 
could be assembled in town, ready to defend it 
with their lives. At Leotithe cry is for re- 
venge. Citizens are as excited as they were on 
the day following the shooting, and 
they are as unanimous in their determina- 
tion to sack Coronado at the first opportunity. 
This will probably be offered Thursday next 
when the county election occurs. 

Immediately after the shooting Sunday some 
men from Leoti came to Wallace and secured 
all the guns and ammunition they could get, 
and representatives from Coronado paid a sim- 
ilar visit to Garden City, so that both towns are 
well equipped with ammunition for the war, 
which every man believes will occur before 
the thing is settied. The population of Leoti, 
which has been recruited by their county co- 
horts, is looked to for the first move, and Cor- 
onado men will act on the 
dcfensive. Each town has plans 
but they are In too chaotic a state fora logical 
forecast of probable results. 

Since Sunday there have been no hostile ac- 
tions beyond the harmless firingof guns at 
Leoti. Whisky and beer are freely imbibed, 
and these will be at the bottom of further 
trouble should there be any. County Sheriff 
John Edwards, who isa Leoti man, has not 
made any attempt to arrest anybody, as he 
knows that such an effort would cost him h's 
life. He has twelve warrants. but unless the 
state authorities lend the assistance 
of a couple of companies 
of militia, they will never be 
served, Even then the Coronado men say that 
not a man will ever be taken alive. 

The particulars of Sunday’s row show thit 
whatever ill-feeling may be at the bottom of 
it, it was brought on by a drunken spree of 
three Leoti men, named Coulter, Raynes and 
Watkins, who wound up a day’s carouse by 
rousing out of bed a druggist who was sick, and 
whom they compelled to dance by shooting at 
his toes. A protest of the druggist’s friends 
was resented by Coulter's party, who began 
shooting to kill. This bronght upon them 
the concentrated fire of the,Caronado men and 
Coulter, Raynes and Watkins were riddled 
with bullets. Coulter had during his later 
hours been reinforced by several friends, some 
of whom were hurt and who inflicted consid- 
erable damageon the Coronado party. Four 
men are dead, and three are seriously, per- 
haps fatally wounced, and no account is takea 
of any hurt less than total disability. 

A second occurrence yesterday has increased 
the bitterness of feeling. Two Leoti men 
went to Coronado on business. When they 
reached the outskirts of the town jthey 
were fired upon by pickets and one had 
his arm broke and the other’s horse was killed 
and bis hat riddled with bullets. Further 
trouble mev occur at any time, and it seems 
reasonably certain to happen next Thursday 
unless militia are sent to keep order at the 
election. 
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A HORRIBLE DEATH. 


The Grandson of Two Distinguished Men 
Poisoned With Acid. 

BALTIMORE, Md4., March 4.—Addie Emmet 
Carr, the only grandson of the late Dr. J. 
Marion Sims, the distinguished physician, and 
also grandson of David Dudley Field, died 
suddenly from the effects of a dose of sulphuric 
acid taken in mistake, Mr. Carr, who was 
twenty-five years of age, removed to this city 
six months ago from Astoria, L. I, and pur- 
chased a residence, bringing with him his wid- 
owed mother and his sister. He was a civil 
engineer by profession, but wa3 much inter- 
ested in electrical matters and chemistry, and 
had a laboratory fitted up at his residence for 
the pursuit of bis favorite studies. It was in 
this laboratory that he met with his untimely 
end by means of the acid used for his electri- 
cal batteries. 

lt was about 6 o'clock last night, by some 
mistake which has not yet been explained, he 
teok the fatal draught. At once recognizing 
his danger, he sent for his physician, Dr. Na- 
then R. Gorter, and without delay began to 
drink copiously of hot water, which would act 
both as an emetic and a dilutant of the power- 
ful acid. In a shor; time Dr. Gorter arrived 
and found his patient in terrible agony. He 
administered antidotes at once, and Prof. Alan 
Smith was also summoned in consaltation, but 
the united efforts of the doctors could not save 
the life of the patientand he expired at 8:15 
o'clock. The doctors were not able to learn 
what Mr. Carr took the poison in place of, but 
are under the impression that he took a very 
large swallow of it.

Bulgaria is dis- 
turbed at the report that Russian officers are 
Organizing a rebellion against the regency. 
Again it is said that Russian troops are be- 
ing massedjon the Gallican frontier, and that 
a meeting of Russian generals at St. Peters- 
barg has been called. The probability 
however, is that there will be no war in 
Europe at least during the present year. 
The belief has been so strong that such 
would be the outcome of the recent warlike 
rumors that the slightest movements, which 
would ordinarily pass unnoticed, are exag- 
gerated into certain premonition of hostility.

| fied with this state of affairs. If there is 
| anything that these factories are compelled 
» to have in order to supply the demands of 
. their customers it is genuine and unadulter- 
» ted lard. The question was, how were they 
»% make the genuine and nnadulterated with 
‘he cotton seed oi] monopely in the hands of 
Me Philistines, so to speak? 
: ny it wes an impossibility, The 
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cotton seed oil trust company that had suc- 
ceeded in gobbling all the mills, was not 
oply making all the olive oil used in this 
sensitive and refined republic, but it had 
begun to manufacture lard and other hoz 
products. This was too much for Mr. Ar- 
mour and his colleagues, who were employ- 
ing one-fifth of the cotton seed oil product 
in the lard and hog business, and they have 
concluded to start cotton oil mills on their 
own account. 

The south is to be‘ congratulated, and the 
whole country ought to feel easier. If the 
public has been eating cotton seed oil under 
the impression that it is lard or hog’s fat, 
then the public ought to feel easier. If the 
lard-producers, instead of giving us grease 
pressed from cholera hogs, has been supply- 
ing the innocent and nutritious product of 
the cotton seed, they are entitled to a vote 
of thanks. We present them ours with 
this,

Where Reform Is Needed. 

The increase of divorce suits among the 
negroes is beginning to attract attention. 

It will be recollected that at the close of 
the war the negroes made haste to contract 
valid marriages. Such entanglements as 
had survived the shock of emancipation were 
made binding and legal, and the brother in 
black showed a commendable disposition to 
establish a home and a family. 

This was encouraging, but the negroes 
were not long in discovering that it was just 
as easy to break a marriage as it was to make 
one. In nearly every State we have lax di- 
vorce laws, and a very little swearing will 
dissolve the bonds of wedlock. 

Our courts are now crowded with negroes 
seeking marital freedom. The Memphis 
Appeal calls attention to the fact that in a 
colored population of about 20,000 as many 
as two or three petitions for divorce are fre- 
quently filed inasingle day. Of course, 
while our divorce laws remain unchanged, 
we cannot check this drift. What is needed 
is such a reform in our divorce legislation as 
will strengthen the marriage tie, not only 
with the blacks, but the whites as well. If 
something is not done, the facility with 
which the blacks get rid of old matrimonial 
alliances and contract new ones will make 
them practically a race of Mormons. 


The Ward Case. 

The case of the Rev. Mr. Ward, the New 
York Episcopal clergyman who recently 
shot his wife, his child and himself merits 
attention. 

Now that it is understood that all three 
will recover from their wounds, there is 
some talk of handing Mr. Ward over to the 
courts. Just after the shooting the friends 
of the family had a good deal to say in favor 
of the preacher. They gave a pleasant 
picture of his home life, and explained his 
freedom with his pistol by saying that his 
nerves were unstrung. 

The other side isnow making itself heard. 
It appears that Mr. Ward has always had a 
violent temper, and has made no attempt to 
control it. He has wasted its full force 
upon his young wife. He has acted like a 
brute. It is moreover strongly suspected 
that the occasional immoderate use of stim- 
ulants is at the bottom of his unstrung 
nerves. 

Under the circumstances it is‘ nonsense to 
talk about letting this man off without a 
trial. If he is a criminal he should suffer 
the penalty. If he is a crank he should be 
locked up in an asylum. The country is 
not big enough for nervous preachers with 
pistols in their hip-pockets. All such cases 
of badness or madness should be throughly 
investigated.

A gentleman in 
the audience arose and requested Mr. Bishop to des- 
ignate the numbers on a bank-bill he heldin his 
hand. This is the experiment that Henry Labou- 
chere, of London, wagered that Bishop could not 
perform—to tell the number on a Bank of England 
note. Aftersome hesitancy Mr. Bishop consented 
to try it, and a committee consisting of Mr. W. H. 
Henriques, Professor Timnayanis and Walter Kings- 
land was selected to choose a bank-bill. from the 
purse of the interrogator, to memorize the figures, 
and to stand near a blackboard while Mr. Bishop, 
blindfolded, wrote down the numbers on the bill. 
The number was 46,023,534, After manling the 
professor and ‘“‘Billy’”” Henriques until they looked 
as if they had been in a panic Mr. Bishop succeed- 
edin writing down thecorrect numbers. Next 
Sunday a young man, livingin Boston, will be 
brought forward by John Stetson and A. Bb. Frost, 
of the Boston Globe, to be matched against Bishop, 
the wager being that the Bostonian can do evyery- 
thing that Bishop does. 


West Virginia’s New Senator. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Daniel B. Lucas, the newly appointed senator 
from West Virginia, was born in Jefferson county, 
then a portion of Virginia, in 1836, and ranksamong 
the ablest lawyers in the state. He graduated from 
the university of Virginia some twenty years later, 
being the class poet in his graduating year, 
and subsequently read law under the late Judge 
Brockenbrough at Lexington. After his admission 
he practiced his profession in Charlestown and 
Ricbmond, marrying in the latter place a daughter 
of Henry L. Brooks, one of tho feadersof the Rich- 
mond bar, in 1564. He has always been prominent 
in the councils of his party, where his pame has 
become synonymous with the growing opposition 
to corporation power. For ten years he has been 
the bitterest political opponent of the Standard Oil 
compauy in hisstate, and three times when he was 
the choice of his district for congress the railroad 
and Standard Oil companies’ influences are said to 
have secured his defeat. life was a presidential 
elector from West Virginia in the Greeley, Tilden 
and Cleveland campaigns, and is one of the most 
finished orators inthesouth. In 1883 Governor Ma- 
thews appointed him judge ot the thirteenth judi- 
cial circuit court; but the appointment was de- 
clined. The university of West Virginia, in 183. 
conferred upon him the degree of LL, D. 


The Cost of Jubilees.

The public celebration of the jubilee will 
involve a considerable outlay, for which a parilia- 
mentary vote will be necessary. The coronation 
of the queen cost about £40,000, against £59,000 for 
William 1Y., and £240,000 for George lV., and in 
many respects the coronation forms a precedent 
for the jubilee, I hear that there is to be a special 
meeting of the privy council next month, either at 
Windeor Castle or at Buckingham paiac; when the 
preposed arrangements and estimaies will be sub- 
mitted, Tothis council will be summoned the 
prince of Wales, the duke of Cambridge, the eaht- 
bet, the great officers of the household, the arch- 
bishops of Canterbury and York, the bishop of 
London, Mr. Gladstone, Lord Hartington, Lord 
Granville, and Lord Sydney. The details will sub- 
sequently be settled by a committee selected from 
the above personages, with one or two additions of 
permanent officials, by whom all the real work 
will doubtless be done. The rough estimate for 
the thanksgiving service in Westminstor Abbey Is 
£12,000. A magnificent display of fireworks from 
Hyde Parkin the evening is a good notion ; but 
the idea of “throwing open’’ the theaters to the 
public onthe night of June 20, is preposterous, 
and must be abandoned.

How a Man Quickly Squandered Half a 
Million, 
Philadelphia Special to the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

Richard Penistan has just been admitted tothe 
Forrest Home. The story of his life is a romance, 
and a plunge from riches to poverty. Heand his 
wife were of English birth and professional breed- 
ing, and were members of the stock company of 
the Arch street theatre, and«playing responsible 
parts before Wheatley and Drew became the les- 
sees, about 1852. Mrs, Penistan, long since de- 
ceased, was also a playwright of tome note, and 
several ot her plays were represented on the 
American stage. Soon after the dissolution of the 
old Arch street company the brown stone building 
on the southeast corner of Third and Chestnut 
streets was erected, and in the basement of this 
Mr. Penistan opened a drinking place, where he 
soon found fame, patronage and money by his 
pleasant address and the quality of his liquors, 
more particularly his ales. He was in the liquor 
business for years. He became embarrassed finau- 
cially, partly through investment in fast horses. 
One day he received word that a Havana lottery 
ticket which he held had drawn half a million. 
This was in 1873. 

In company with bis friend, Whitney, the brewer, 
Mr. Peniston at once went to New York and placed 
the ticket for collection with August Belmont, re- 
ceiving in cash, after some delay and litigation 
wiih Whitney, who claimed a share of the prize, 
which was, however, 

DISALLOWED BY THE COURTS, 

420,000, $80,000 being charged by Belmont for col- 
lection, exchauge, etc. Then, upon returning to 
Philadelphia, Mr. Penistan sold his place, with a 
portion of the stock, for $54,000, and another place 
at the northeast corner of Eighth and Sansom for 
$5,000, besides which he had about $5,000 worth of 
liquor. There was probably money-owing, but in 
all he had undoubtedly at least 500,000 in clear 
money, and probably more. 

He wasa genial man,and had many friends, 
some ofthem true ones, who advised him to put 
half, if not more of his money,in an invincible 
trust fund. Instead of this he began operations on 
Third street, and inside of two years had dropped 
there from $150,000 to $300,000. His dealings in 
horses, too, went ali the while, and he lost heavily 
on a stud tarm near Lexington, Ky. He was, be 
sides this, badly defrauded by the agents who 
ran ofr trotted his horses in races, 
and his blooded colts when sold at 
auction, although well advertised and of irre- 
proachable pedigree, went fora song, buyers com- 
bining not to bid against each other, and dividing 
up the poorly-paid-for stock afterward. In fact, he 
was remorselessly skinned by horsemen, and in 
less than six years was reduced to a bare living 
upon the income of some fewinvestments he made 
in his wealthy days. This finally was exhausted, 
and for some years past he has* been indebted to 
the kindness of friends for subsistence. 

His FAST HORSES, 

He bred some noted trotters, one of which, Graf- 
ton, a trotter, with a record of 2:15, was sold to 
Robert Bonner for $15,000, as was also Lady Stew- 
art, with a record of 2:28, the fastest time up to 
then that a three-year-old had ever made. In his 
prosperous days,too,he occasionally appeared upon 
the stage in heavy tragedy, hiring the house him- 
self ana playing with a good deal of spirit and not 
without approval, and he now fit)y finds a home in 
the pleasant retreat endowed by the great actor of 
whom he was a most fervent admirer. It is just to 
Say, and it is the moral that the tale points, that 
no one who knows Richard Penistan beiieves other 
than that if he had not @rawn that lottery prize he 
would today be a wealthy man.

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SOME CHANGES IN RATES. 


The Railroad Managers Discuss the Inter- 
state Law. 

New York, March 4.—The passenger agents 
and railroad managers, who have this week been 
discussing the provisions of the interstate commerce 
bill. have arrived at an understanding, and have 
prepared a report embodying their views. The 
purpose was to construe the act uniformly, and 
this das been done. ‘Ihe report was today accept- 
ed by the joint committee and adopted. There 
will be practically no change in immigrant rittes, 
and no change of percentage allowed to steamship 
companies. Regarding mileage rates, there will be 
no discrimination except as to ministers, as stated 
in the new bill. 

Theatrical companies and shows of all kinds will 
be obliged to pay full rates and excursion rates 
will remain A ut the same, except as to long jour- 
neys. The most important change will be as to 
second-class raics, which will be made uniform 
throughout. This will result in a marked increase 
of the present rates over the same routes.

Ovher senate bills which failed of action are 
as follows: 

To credit the [several states and territories 
all moneys collected under the direct tax act; 
to prohibit transmission through the mails of 
publications containing lottery advertisements; 
for a monument to General (irant; for an in- 
spection of exported, and prohibiting importa- 
tion of adulterated food or drink; for 
the appointment of a commission to 
investigate the yellow fever; for the erection 
of a monument to Lincoln; to extend the eight- 
hour law to letter-carriers; to increase the 


.¢ficiency of the army (the Logan bill, with 


certain amendments); for the incorporation of 
the Atlantic and Pacific (the Eads Ship Rail- 
way company): to promote political progress 
and commercial progress among the American 
nations (it proposes a convention of American 
nations at Washington): to classify and fix 
salaries for land registers and receivers; to pro- 
hibit members of congress from acting as attor- 
neys for corporations interested in congressional 
legislation; to incorporate the Nicaraugua Mar- 
itime Canal company; making an appropriation 
for the improvement of Charleston jetties; for a 
monument to Mary, the mother to Washington; 
to extirpate contagious pleuro- pneumonia; for a 
memorial bridge across the Potomac at Wash- 
ingten; to extend the time for filing French 
spoilation claims; to reimburse the Freedmans’ 
bank depositors; for the determination of the 
rights of the Uniced States on lands granted to 
aid in the construction of railroads in Florida: 
to pension Mrs. Logan and Mrs. Frank 
Blair at $2,000 per annum (adversely reported }; 
to fix the passport fee at $1; for the erection of 
public buildings at the following places: Vicks- 
burg, Miss.; Charlotte, \.C.; Petersburg, Va.; 
Norfolk, Va.: Greenville, 8. C., and Harrison- 
burg, Va. 

The following measures of national import- 
ance failed of action of an affirmative nature 
in either house: 

The Morrison and other tariff bills, which 
the house on a test vote refused to consider; vari- 
ous bills on the silver question (both branches 
of congress extensively and exhaustively 
discussed this topic). No action was taken in 
the senate. The house passed no measure on 
ihe subject, but contented itself with voting 
down propositions for free silver coinage aud 
for a suspension of the silver dollar coinage ; 
the Pacitic railroad funding question (bills ex- 
tending the period of .payment were favorably 
reported from committees of each house that 
never reached a point of ac:ion in either); to 
establish a uniform pbankruptey law 
(its history in each house was al- 
most identical with that of the Pacific 
funding bill). The Hennepin canal bill, Okla- 
homa bill, and the Dunn free ship bill were 
all reported from the house committees, and all 
failed to get beyond the stage of general de- 
bate. Bills to repeal the civil service law and 
to grant woman suffrage were killed in the 
house by adverse committee reports and in the 
senate by adverse test votes. 

The resolution favoring open executive ses- 
sions was defeated in the senate. 

Mr. Edmunids’s resolution calling 
for papers regarding appointments was adop- 
ted by the senate. Resolutions to carry Mexi- 
can treaty into effect, to abrogate the Hawai- 
ian treaty, are also to be noted among the fail- 
ures of the forty-ninth congress, the former be- 
ing killed by an adverse committee report, and 
the latter failing to secure an audience. The 
postal telegraph bill and international copy- 
right bill also failed. 

The effect of the failure of the general defi- 
ciency bill will be more serious than is gener- 
ally believed, inasmuch as it contained pro- 
visions for supplying the pressing demands for 
postal cards, stamps and other items conneeted 
with the postal service, a denial of which will, 
it is expected, seriously embarrass 
the department and public. The legal 
machinery of the government will also be 
materially disarranged during the remainder 
of the fiscal year as no money will be avail- 
ab'e:for jurors, witnesses or marshal’s fees, and 
many prisoners, not able to be confined at Fort 
Smith, Ark., cannot be tried for months to 
come. A number of soldiers’ claims aggregat- 
ing $100,000, which has been certified by the 
treasury, will fail also of settlement. 

Owing to the failure of the deficiency bill, 
ihe recent act of congress extending the free 
delivery system to cities and towns having not 
lees than 10,000 inhabitants ora postal revenue 
of not lees than 5 10,000 becomes inoperative 
until the beginning of the next fiscal year, 
when the regular appropriation act goes into 
cfiect. 

Officials of the navy department say that the 
failure of the general deficiency bill will se- 
riously embarrass work on the three cruisers, 
the Atlanta, Boston and Chicago. The bill, as 
agreed upon in conference, appropriated $2 17,- 
000 for the completion of these vessels. The 
bureau of construction and repair has not 
a dollar on hand and all work on the ‘‘Boston”’ 
and “Chicago” will have to be stopped and the 
men at Chester yard discharged. It is ex- 
pected, however, that the ‘Atlanta’ can be 
finished, as little rem&ins to be done on her. 
It is estimated that the completion of the 
“Boston” and “Chicago” wiil be delayed from 
fifteen months to two years by the failure of 
the bill.

CHICAGO, March 4—All the markets were active 
and strong today, prices adyancing rather sharply 
throughout the entire speculative list.

A SLICK CONFIDENCE GAME.

A Negro Boy Swindles Two Children Out of 
Money and Butter. 


One of the many shrewd, sharp thieves which 
infest Atlanta worked a swindling game suc- 
cessfully upon two young girls yesterday. Dar- 
ing the morning the two girls left their home 
beyond Ponce de Leon springs with a basket, 
in which they had ten or twelve pounds of but 
ter. Thechildren had frequently been sent 
into the city with butter and had always man- 
aged to sell it atgood prices. About10 o'clock, 
while they were in the northend of Courtland 
avenue going from house to house offering their 
butter for sale, they were approached by a ne- 
gro boy about twelve years of age who asked 
them what they had tosell When one of the 
children answered his question, the boy pro- 
fessed to know everybody in that section 
of the city and offered to assist in the sale. He 
weut to two orthree houses, followed by the 
children, and succeeded in selling two or three 
rolls. Finally, the boy entered a yard and go- 
ing around to the back door, remained out of 
the children’s sight, who were at the front gate 
a fewminutes. When he returned he said to 
the children: 

“Mrs. Anderson in there wants two rolls and 
wants change for this twodollar bill. Have 
you got the change or shall I go get it?” 

As the boy spoke he exhibited in his hand a 
piece of paper which looked like a bill. One 
ofthe girls had one doWaranda half, the 
amount of change required,and taking out the 
two rolls of butter, handed it with the 
change to the boy. In a second the 
boy disappeared around the house 
leaving the children standing at the front gate 
to await his return. The boy was gone several 
minutes before the children began to grow un- 
easy. Finally they decided to enter the yard 
and find the boy. Atthe rear of the house 
they found everything silent and quiet. The 
door was closed and no one could be seen about 
the- place. Repeated knocks upon the door 
failed to bring any response, aad then the chil- 
drep went around to the frort door. but no one 
would answer their summons. While they 
were upon the front veranda Patrolman Sheri- 
dan passed along and knowing that the house 
was vacant, asked the children what they 
wanted. The inquiry brought out the story 
about the boy.

Mr. Well- 
house then lost his temper and began slapping 
the child rapidly. The child, however, was 
equal tothe emergency and every time he re- 
ceived a lick he gave one back. The fight was 
& warm one and attracted the attention of a 
large crowd, some of whom separated the 
parties. Patrolman Hudson, who was on the 
beat, came up just as the last blow was struck 
and made cases against both parties. 

Mr. Welibouse says that Eddie Smith was 
whipping one of his sons yesterday morning 
and when his wife undertook to separate them 
he struck her. This, he says, is the reason he 
slapped the boy. 

Eddie Smith tells quite a different story. 
He says “one of Wellhouse’s boys has been 
slapping a little brother of mine. This morn- 
ing I saw the boy and asked him about it, and 
when I did so he threw a rock at me. I chas- 
ed him and while I was after him his mother 
came outand choked me. I did not strike 
Mrs. Wellhouse because she isa lady. I have 
amother and my love and respect for her 
would keep me from hitting any lady. Mr. 
Wellbouse came up here and tried to whip me 
but I man: ged to take care of myself,” 


THE HIGH SCHOOL SENSATION. 


Mr. Youngblood Proposes to Have thg Mat- 
ter Investigated,

When the grievance committee of the board 
of education convenes to investigate the trou- 
ble between Professor Bass and Student Young- 
blood, they will find another sensation for 
their consideration, because yesterday it was 
currently rumored that two students, attend- 
ing the high school, had engaged in fistic tilt, 
in which one of the participants came out good 
second best.

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“HE WAS S CUT INTY 


GEO. AL STOCROEA. A YARDCON- 


DUCTOR, KILLED BY AN ENGINE. 


A Switch Enginein the Richmond and Danville 
Yard HRups Over the Night Condactor-Both 
His Lege Cut Of Se Lingers ia Pain for 
Three Hours end Then Dies. 


George Haltiwanger, night conductor in the 
Richmond and Daarville railroad yard, was ran 
over by a switch engine abont ten o'clock last 
night, and died at the union passenger depot 
about one o’clock this morning from theinjuries 
received. 

Both legs were crushed off just bolow the 
hip joints. : 

Mr. Haltiwanger’s work in the yard began 
at six o'clock in the evening and closed at six 
in the morning. Last night he went upon his 
engine atthe usual hour in as fine spirits as 
usual. The engine was in charge of Henry 
Young, engineer, and during the early hours 
of the night the two men did their werk with- 
out apything special dccurring. One of the 
duties of the switch engine is to follow the 
passenger trains from the road depot 
into the wunion¥#depot and after the 
train is unleaded draw it back to the shops. 
When the passenger train passed through the 
yard last night about 10 o'clock, the switch 
engine was at work near the Bell street bridge 
shifting some cars. After completing the task 
Conductor Haltiwanger took a position upon 
the foot board in front of the engine, and or- 
dered Engineer Young to pull out for the shed. 
There were only three men on the engine, the 
engineer and fireman in the cab and the con- 
ductor on the foot board. Just below the 
mouth of Collinsstreet there are a great many 
frogs on thé railroad tracks, and in order to be 
safe, the engineers are in the habit of going 
over them slowly and carefally. Just before

above his head, as though trying to look in | 


front of him. The engineer was looking for- 
ward from hisside ofthe engine, while the 
fireman was keeping a watch from the left 
The evgine was moving slowly, each man being 
intent upon his own duties and none thinking 
of the terrible accident so near at hand. Just 
as the engineer began to think that he saw his 
way clear, he hearda horrible yell from the 
other side of the engine and atthe same instant 
eimost saw a railread lantern roll out from his 
engine. As the light from the lantern flashed 
in front of the engiue the fireman cried out: 
“My God! We have ran over Haltiwanger.” 
The engine was moving very slowly, andin a 
second the engive was brought to a halt and 
Engineer Young and his fireman were upon 
the ground On the track, with his head and 
body outside the railz, they found Conductor 
Haltiwanger writhing in pain, his legs being 
inside the rail with his hips upon it.@@The 
men, horrified at the discovery, gave the alarm, 
and in a few minutes quite a crowd was upon 
the ground. Officer Thompson sent hurriedly 
for Dr. Nicolson, and tnen caused a litter to be 
made. A ladder was procured and sleeping: 
car bunks were placed upon it. The injured 
man was placed upon this and carried to the 
union passenger depot, where Dr. Nicolson ex- 
amined his injuries. The doctor found that 
both legs had been crushed in two so near the 
body that amputation was impossible, 
and quickly pronounced the injaries fatal. He 
then gave the sufferer a heavy dose of mor- 
phine, making him as easy as possible. The 
man suffered intensely, and begged the physi- 
cian to give him something which would make 
him die asleep. The morphine took 
effect about midnight and Haltiwanger 
began to grow easier. He realized that he 
could not reeover, and spoke of death without 
atremor. He asked some one to send for a 
minister, and when one arrived the dying man 
joined in the prayers which were sent wp for 
him. About a quarter to one he began to sink 
rapidly, and before the clesk ‘struck was dead. 
He remained perfectly conscious up to the time 
death camie and died easily. The room was 
Crowded with people when the man died, and 
the scene is one which beggars description. 
Engineer Young says that he has no idea 
how the accident happened. The last time he 
saw Conductor Haltiwanger he was standing 
on the footboard. Immediately after reaching 
the conductor he asked: 
“How did this happen?” 


“I slipped and fell,” was the answer, and ; 


that was about all that could be ascertained. 

Conductor Haltiwanger came to Atlanta 
several months ago from Charleston. He was a 
cousin of Mr. Haltewanger, the druggist, and 
was asingle man. e had been boarding on 
Moore street. His body was left at the union 
passenger depot all night, and this morning 
Coroncr Haynes will hold an inquest. 


A LEG CRUSHED IN TWO. 


A Train Hand on the Air-Line Injared at 
Belton Last Night. 


Luther Curry, a train hand on the Richmond 
and Danville railroad, had his right leg badly 
crushed last night at Belton. Mr. Carry was 
Tunning on the passenger train which reached 
Atlanta about ten o’clock last night. At Bel- 
ton he got off the train to adjust the switch, 
and in getting back his hand slipped off the 
guatd and he fell. In falling his right leg 
went under a wheel which passed over it 
crushing it badly. The accident was instantly 
detected end the train stopped. The man was 
removed from his perilous position and placed 
in the bas gage car and brought on to Atlanta. 
Dr. Nicolsin met the train at the union pas- 
senger Cepot, ard, accompanying Mr. Ourry to 
his home, rendered the necessary surgical at- 
tention. The limb was badly shattered below 
the knee, but the doctor thinks the limb can 
be saved and did not amputate it.

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THE DEFENDANTS AGAINST WHOM 
HE WILL TESTIFY. 

Judge Pendleton Orders the Cases to Be Made 
Against the Members ofthe Firm and Not the 
Firm - Dr. M,C. Martin Set Straight—A 
Case Made Against Hinton Wright. 


The return of Barney Lee, the missing wit- 
ness in thecase of Kenny & Werner, the wine- | 
room men, has caused several changes in the | 
manner of the prosecution, and it will, in all , 
| probability, produce quit® a sensation before | 
the case is concluded. 

The case will be called in police court this | 
morning. 

When Detective Aldridge preferred the 
charge against the house, the firm name was 
entered on the docket, and had the case been | 
tried on the day first designated Kenny & 
Werner would have been the defend- 
ants. Yesterday, however, Judge 
Pendleton, the city attorney, | 
sent for Detective Aldridge and instructed 
him to erase the case booked and then to en- 
ter one against P, J. Kenny and another against 
Herman Werner. The attorney did not assign 
any reason for raaking the change further than 
to say that each member of the firm could be 
tried separately, and if either was innocent the 
evidence would show it. Just what effect this 
will have cannot be said. Should both defend- 
ants be found guilty, the fines imposed by 
Judge Anderson, a age to his usual scale, 
would amount to $1,000 

Barney Leeiis still behind ‘the bars at the city 
prison, and will be kept there until theStrial is 
over. The officers in charge of the prison will 
not permit any one except members of his own 
family to see him. Lee promises to make some 
sensational developments, but declines to fore- 
tell his testimony.
